Miss Jennie Sharp of Belleville, one of 
the ‘girls wounded ‘by The _ Stabber, 
whose physican says she will be lame 
for life, was not strong enough to com- 
plete her full day's work yesterday as 
a telephone operator in a St. Louis of- 
fice. Miss Sharp has been ill at her 
home for three weeks and Monday was 
her first day at work. 

Although having little walking to do 
her nerve weakness was such that she 
became so fatigued before the end of 
the day that her employers relieved her 
and advised her to go home. 

She returned to work Tuesday morn- 
ing. Walking is painful to her and even 
when sitting down she soon becomes 
weak. ‘ : 

Partial Paralysis Set In. 

“I love to walk so well. I always 
spent my noon hours in taking long 
walks, but now I must stay inside, since 
there is pain each time that I walk 
much. Dr. Massie says that the nerve 
has been so hurt that my limb is par- 
tially paralyzed. Two of my toes are 
just as if they were dead. I have no 
control of them whatever. 

“] liked to skate, too,. and was es- 
pecially fond of roller skating. I was in 
bed for two. weeks after the stabbing, 
but when I became better and was able 
to walk a little my friends came and 
asked me to go to the rink with them. 
I went, but it was hard.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 13.—There are 
now two suicides to the score of the 
Enterprise National Bank of Allegheny, 
Pa., which was wrecked by the political 
financiering. of ‘T. Lee Clark, its cash- 
ier, in association with State officials. 
Clark committed suicide at the time of 
the bank’s collapse last autumn. 

Joseph Hastings of Allegheny, who 
was Clark’s business partner and a 
laige borrower from the bank, was 
ruined by its fall. He shot himself on 
Sunday in a sanitarium at Summit, N. 
J. The case was first reported as a 
death from natural causes, and it was 
so described to his friends in Pittsburg 
and Allegheny in an attempt to hide 
the tragedy. 

Mr. Hastings was rated as a million- 
aire. He and F. Lee Clark were asso- 
ciated in many enterprises. He _ bor- 
rowed larxje sums from the Enterprise 
Bank. When the bank failed Hastings 
made ar assignment. Soon after this 
his health broke down. He was taken 


to the sanitarium at Summit. In the 
mementary absence of his nurse, Hast- 
ings managed to get possession of a re- 
volver and shot himself. 

Only a few hours before news of his 
death reached Pittsburg Hastings’ 
brother, John M. Hastings, who had 
just ‘returned from Summit, made a 
statement to reporters that the patient 
would be up and out within a week

Says Nation Wrongfully Ac- 
cused Her of Violating 
French Rights.

“Paris, who is 
also Venezuela’s representative in Lon- 
don,;a long note dated Feb. 7, of which 
the following is a synopsis: 

“SO 3. Maubourguet,: 
charge d'affaires, London: You will an- 
Sswer Premier Rouvier'’s note of Jan. 
18, addressed to you, as follows: 

*““‘I am ordered by my Government to 
say thai to appreciate the situation and 
the case it is neecssary to discriminate. 
The real facts are that the Venezuelan 
Government said it would not treat 
through M. YTaigny (former § French 
charge d'affaires in. Venezuela) until 
Satisfactory explanations were given, 
and not, as M. Rouvier’s note states, 
that Foreign Minister Ybarra had noti- 
fied the French representative that he 
would not have any further official re- 
lations with him. 

“‘*That regarding the eable, -France 
did not because she could not allege a 
denial of justice and instead of ap- 
proaching Venezuela in a friendly man- 
ner, accused her of violating French 


rights, thereby abandoning the legal 
road and assuming the responsibilities of 
the cable company. 

‘Venezuela asks did the cable com- 
pany fill its contract? Did the French 
Government employes assist the wreck- 
ers of Veneztelan liberties? 

“If not, Venezuela yields. Otherwise, 
she holds France responsible and is wiil- 
ing to submit this to arbitration. 

* ‘Venezuela throughout has acted in 
a friendly manner. and -withdrew her 
note when requested’ to do s6.° When 
she prohibited the relanding of M: Taig- 
ny it was in order to avoid greater 
unpleasantness, but France violently 
expelled M. Mabourguet without alleg- 
ing any fault.

Wabash to Instal Open 
Terminals There.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 13.—A termi- 
nal railroad to allow the entrance into 
Pittsburg of any transportation system

*COPENHAGEN, Feb. 13.—The coffin 
containing the body® of King Christian 
was removed today from the palace to 
the Christianborg Church, where it will 
lie in state until Feb. 15. 


The Crown Prince and other members 
of the royal family, the court officiais 
and army and navy officers followed the 
hearse on foot through the crowad- 
lined streets. After a brief service at 
the church the royal party returned to 
the palace, leaving the body in charge 
ot a guard of army and navy officers 
who will remain day and night stationed 
at the head and the foot of the cata- 
falque. 

The public will be admitted 
church at stated hours daily. 

Hours before the ehurch was opened 
the vicinity was densely thronged 
with those desirous of paying their last 
respects to the body of the old mon- 
arch.

He gave other fig- 
ures, showing the activity of real es- 
tate and the evident healthy growth of 
the city.

FOLK AND HENRY GEORGE. 

The representation proposed for followers of the 
late George on Gov. Folk’s proposed Tax 
Commission, may lead to believe that the 
Governor is controlled by the Henry George idea of 
a “single tax in real estate values.” 

This not the case, however, as appears from 
what is published as an authorized statement of 
Folk’s views. 

The essence of the “Henry is the 
exemption from taxation of all improvement on real 
estate. Instead of taxing houses, barns, fences and 
other results of labor and skill by which the bare 
ground is improved, Henry George proposed to tax 
only the rental value of the bare ground. He looked 
forward to the time when all land would be held 
used for private purposes

under leases, paid for in taxes to the State equal to 
the full rental value of the ground without improve- 
ments. 

Under Goy. Folk’s plans of exempting personal 
property, including bank stock, railroad stock and 
bonds and all other corporation securities, taxation 
would fall on real estate improvements as visible 
property of greater value in the cities than much 
of the real estate itself. In the country the “inci- 
dence of taxation” on such improvements, as well as 
on the land, would tend both to check improvement 
and to force the holding of land into the hands of 
capitalists, able to pay the Jand tax from year to 
year as part of a “fixed charge” on the investment. 

Perhaps Gov. Folk has foreseen ways of preventing 
this which he has not yet made public. In any event, 
the mere exemption of personal property from tax- 
ation has nothing common in principle with the prin- 
ciple of exempting all visible improvements on land 
from taxation, with the idea that this will foree 
further improvements.

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Broker Transacts Business in

BALTIMORE, Feb. 13.—While tn Jail 
here William D. Elliott, accused of us- 
ing the mails with intent to commit 
fraud, raised $4000 to cover his bail bond 
by giving tips on the stock market to 
brokers in Boston and Pittsburg. His 
knowledge of the market was so won- 
derful that his advice was invariably 
followed, and brokers were glad to pay 
him for it. ° 

Immediately after being locked up he 
began writing letters, and replies;:came 
by return mail. He received a check 


for $150. He sent $25 to his wife and

$550 came from a Pittsburg broker, and 
later the same man deposited enough 
money to cover the bail bond with a 
surety company in Pittsburg.

Elliott told 
the prison officials that he was at one 
time worth half a million. He has not 
been seen here since his release.
